PURPOSE: To provide a flame retardant thermoplastic resin compsn. having excel- 
lent thermal stability, by blending an org. halogen-contg. compd. and an alkoxy- 
silane-treated SbjOs wih a mixture of a thermoplastic polyester and a thermo- 
plastic polycarbonate. 

CONSTITUTION: A resin compsn. is obtd. by blending (A) 0-200pts.wt. filler such 
as glass fiber, 0.1 — 30pts.wt. (in terms of halogen element) org. halogen-contg. 
compd. (B) such as hexabromobenzene and 0.1— 20pts.wt. (expressed in terms of 
Sb) alkoxysilane (e.g. methyItrimethoxysilane)-treated SbzOa (C) with lOOpts.wt. 
mixture (D) consisting of 1— 99wt% thermoplastic polester such as polyethylene 
terephthalate and 99 — lwt% thermoplastic polycarbonate such as bis(4-hydroxy- 
phenyl)-methane. By using components B and C in combination, a flame re- 
tardant resin compsn. having excellent thermal stability and high mechanical 
strength can be obtd.

PURPOSE: To provide the titled compsn. giving moldings which exhibit excellent 
impact resistance after plating, by using an arom. polycarbonate as the main 
component and adding an MBS resin thereto. 

CONSTITUTION: The titled resin compsn. consists of 90-98wt% arom. polycar- 
bonate such as a polymer derived from a dihydric phenol compd. and a carbo- 
nate precursor, phosgene or a carbonate diester and 2 — lOpts.wt. MBS resin obtd. 
by copolymerizing an arom. vinyl component such as styrene, a methacrylate 
ester component such as methyl methacrylate and optionally a vinyl cyanide 
component such as acrylonitrile with a diene rubber component such as a 
styrene/butadiene copolymer. By adding the MBS resin, the plated moldings of 
the polycarbonate can be obtd. without detriment to the resistance to heat and 
impact, surface gloss, etc. inherent to the polycarbonate.

PURPOSE: To provide the titled compsn. capable of imparting stable antithrom- 
botic activity when coated on the surfaces of artificial organs, by dispersing 
polyurethane and a specified polydialkylsiloxane in a cyclic ether. 

CONSTITUTION: A polydialkylsiloxane having an average particle size of 0.1^50// 
and a water content of 10 — SOOppm obtd. by partially crosslinking a polydialkyl- 
siloxane (e.g. polydimethylsiloxane having an MW of 5,000 — 200.000) having a 
functional group such as a hydroxyl or acetate group at its terminal, is used. 
Polyurethane (B) and said polydialkylsiloxane (C) in an amount of 8 — 20wt% 
(in terms of the combined amount of components B and C) are added to a cyclic 
ether (A) such as a solvent mixture of tetrahydrofuran and dioxane. The mixture 
is kneaded in an agitator having a high shear force to form the titled compsn. 
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
